OF BOARD SECRET 


Property Had B ii Quoted 
for Two Years at $22,500 
—Session to Continue To- 


day to Determine What 
Action Is Advisable. 


The Board of Education, in executive 
session, held a seven-hour investigation 
last night of the purchase of a new 
high-school site on King’s highway for 
$34,000, which had been bought a week 
before for $22,500. At 10 p. m. the meet- 
ing was adjourned to this afternoon. The 
deal was put through by John M. Shep- 


pard, a reality operator, who has his 
office with the real estate firm of August 
H. Kuhs & Son. The elder Kuhs is a 
member of the School Board. 

The deal was uncovered by the Post- 
Dispatch last Friday when an investiga- 
tion by reporters revealed ‘that the Rick- 
er National Bank of Quincy, IIl., sold 
the property for $22,500, March 1, to 
Sheppard, and that he sold it to the 
School Board on March 8 for $34,000. 

August J. Kuhs, son of the board mem- 
ber and junior member of the firm, 
August H. Kuhs & Son Realty and In- 
vestment Co., 1001 Chestnut street, was 
named trustee in a mortgage deed of 
trust for $7000, fled March 1, when Shep- 
pard took over title tc the 13-acre tract 
at King’s wehwey and San Francisco 
avenue. 


Fes ups H. Kubs Questioned. 

A H. Kuhs was questioned by his 
fellow.-Doard members yesterday at a 
session lasting without intermission from 
3p m utitil about 10 o’elock. He told 
them that he had no knowledge, until 
after the board bought the property, that 
Sheppard was owner of it, or that his 
‘ g0n Was trsutee of a $7000 deed of trust 
against it. 

The board members could not reach 
a decision whether an investigation by 
other authorities should be requested to 
go into the various phases of the deal, 
and will attempt to decide the question 
this afternoon. 

Three questions were taken up by 
board members, according to their 
statements to a reporter. None of 
them, however, cares to have his name 
used In this connection until the investi- 
gation is completed. The questions wers: 

How did John M. Sheppard 
learm that the School Board was 
seeking a high school site in the 
vicinity of the 13-acre _ tract, 
when every board member and 
official who kuew this was en- 

fotmed hy the rules of the bourd 

to observe absolute sccrr gy to 
protect the board from s,ecula- 
tors? 

What profit did Sheprard real- 
ize from the transaction, and 
what distribution did he make of 
the $34,000 paid to bim March 8? 

What efforts were made by 
officials to determine the actual 
yaine of the property before it 
was bought? 

Sheppara told a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter at the time the deal was disc’ osed 
that he had borrowed $7000 from a 
bank through August Kuhs Jr. to en- 
able him to pay the Quincy bank for 
, the property. Sheppard said he can- 
celed this mortgage March 8, when the 
School Board paid him for the proper- 
ty. He told a reporter aiso that he 
retained ali of the profits himself ex- 
cept $500, which he gave to a real estate 
denier, whom he declined to name, 
for “information’’ which assisted him 
to arrange the deal. 

Tract Offered for Two Veara. 

A reporter learned that the 13-acre 
tract had been offered in Real Estate 
Row. for more than two years at a val- 
uation of $22,500, placed on it by its 
owner, In the 1915 catalogue issued by 
the McNair & Harrie Real Estate Co., 
the property was listed at $30,000, with 
a notation after the price, “make us 
an offer,” indicating that the agents 
were prépared to consider an offer 
under $30,000. 

The tract was recommended by the 
Sites Committee of the School Board 
at the Februar meeting of that body. 
This eommittee\had in December sub- 
mitted another site, consisting of 10 
acres at Union boulevard and Natural 
Bridge road, a few hundred feet die- 
tant at the nearest points. 

“The Sites Committee consists of Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Ben Blew- 
ett, Juilding Commissioner R. M. Mil- 
ligam and Charlies P. Mason, secretary 
and treasurer. 

Blewett told a reporter that he 

knew nothing of the ownership, price

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HERESY CHARGE 
AGAINST PASTOR 
10 BE DISCUSSED 


Members of Clayton Presbyte~- 
ian Church to Take Up Case 
of the Rev. W. H. Langtry. 


ONE REPORTED ACCUSER 


Congregation Said Not to Be in 
Sympathy With View of Prof. 
D. H. Weir in Matter. 


Members of the Clayton Presbyterian 
Church have been notified to attend a 
meeting at the church tonight, at 
which, according to the announcement, 
charges of heresy against the Rev. Wal- 
ter M. Langtry, for 14 years pastor, are 
to be considered. 

It was/learned by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in Clayton that the members of 
the church generally are not in sympa- 
thy with the charge of heresy, and that 
they deemed it best to hold the meet- 
ing in order to give a hearing to the 
one person who, they say, has made 
such charges. This person is Prof. Da- 
vid H. Weir of the Central High School 
faculty. 

Unless Prof. Weir attends and pre- 
sents the heresy charge, a member of 
the church said today, it is likely that 
it will not be presented at all, and that 
the congregation wiH pass a resolution 
of confidence in the pastor and go home. 
The call for the meeting states that it is 
fo be held in order that ‘‘matters for 
the peace and prosperity of the church 
may be finally settled.’’ 

Prof.,~” Ar has been for about two 
year ‘ember of the church, most of 
whot mé. ‘ers_have been there ntuch 
longer’ He has taught the men’s Bible 
Class in the Sunday school and some of 
the ideas which he presented called 
forth the pastor’s criticism, though 
is said that this criticism was tendered 
in a friendly manner, :

Last December, Prof. Weir, in speak- 
ing to his class, is said to have alluded 
to his discussion with the pastor, and 
to have said that the Rev. Mr. Langtry 
was a heretic. He added that he would 
prove his assertion, but members of the 
class interrupted him and told him they | 
wished to hear nothing against the pas- 
tor, The matter continued to be dais- 
cussed, until the church officials decided 
to call the members together and have 
it out. 

Two vears ago Pastor Langtry of- 
fered his resignation, having had a call 
from a larger church, but the Clayton 
people persuaded him to remain and 
built a new church and parsonage.

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JUDGE LEAVES BANQUET TO HEAR 
VERDICT FREEING BOY OF MURDER 


Crowe, 17, Who Killed Biack- 
amith, is Acquitted by Jury 
at Clayton. 


Judge Wurdeman of the St. Louts 
County Circuit Court left a St. Patrick's 
day banquet last night and convened 
court at 10 p. m. to receive a verdict 
which freed John Crowe, 17 ycars old, of 
a first degree murder charge. 

The jury started its deliberations at 
5:45 p. m. and at 9:30 p. m. it notified the 
Sheriff it had found a verdict. The 
Sheriff summoned the Judge from the 
banquet, across the street from the 
courthouse. 

Crowe was jointly indicted with his 
father, Joseph A. Crowe, for the killing 
of John Tutsch, a blacksmith, at Valley 
Park, Oct. 4 last in a quarrel over a dog. 
He pleaded self-defense. The elder

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WITNESS SAYS HE 


‘SAW WALKER NEAR 
HOME OF WILKINS 


He Testifies He Did Not Know 
Companion With Him on 
Night of Murder. 


COURTROOM IS CROWDED 


Negro Asserts He Heard Shot 
and Then Saw Walker on Porch 
at Wilkins’ Residence. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOUISIANA, Mo., March 18.—George 


Pettibone was the first witness this 
morning when Justice W. J. Hufty of 
Bowling Green began the second day of 
Fred D. Wilkins’ preliminary hearing on 
a charge of murdering Col. Alten M. 
Walker, former Mayor and a member of 


Gov. Major’s staff. 

The courtroom in the city hall was 
crowded to capacity again, the specta- 
tors apparently having been attracted 
by the first testimony tending to show 
that Col. Walker was shot at Wilkins’ 
home. This testimony had been given 
late yesterday afternagon 
Washington, a negro fisherman. 

The State continued its effort to prove 
that Walker and Wilkins were seen to- 
gether on Third street, near Wilkins’ 
home, shortly before the time that 
Walker summoned a physician to his 
office and made a statement that he 
had been shot accidentally by Wilkins 
in the office and that Wilkins was not 
to blame. 

Pettibone said he saw Walker walking 
with a man, whom he did not recognize, 
abeut two blocks from Wilkins” home 
about 9:25 p. m., March 2. He did not 
know Wilkinc, he said. He said the 
man was walking close to Walker at a 
customary gait. He passed the compli- 
ments of the evening. 

William Brasier, who made the affi- 
davit on which a warrant was issued 
against Wilkins, testified he had lived 


Wilkins and Walker. He was standing 
cn Third and Georgia streets between 
9 and 10 p. m. He saw Walker's. Auto 
=~trfront of the Mé@remmpéile: 

sald, and he saw Wilkins and Walker 
walking south near the bank about 9:39 
p. m, 

Brasier said Walker was very pale and 
that Wilkins had a hola «+a Walker. 
He said Walker’s hat was tilted back, 
his hair ruffled and his vest unbut- 
toned, so that the shirt was easily vis- 
ible. They crossed Georgia street diag- 
onally to the bank, he said, and then 
went east on the south side of Georgia 
street to Main street. His attention 
was attracted, he said, by the manner 
in which they were walking. 

Tries to Discredit Witness. 

Wilkins’ attorney, in an effort to 
discredit the witness, questioned him 
about am indictment pending against 
him in the Circuit Court. The witness 
said Prosecuting Attorney McGinnis 
had him sign the affidavit, and he be- 
lieved Wilkins snot Walker, 
not certain. He did not hear the shoot- 
ing or see the wound, and did not see 
Walker any place but at the corner of 
Third and Georgia streets. 


Frank Washington, the negro, tes- 
tified that on the night of March 10. 
when Walker was shot, he was going 
north on Third street and when in front 
of the residence of Mrs. Fannie Ander- 
son, “near the little frame house be- 
tween the two brick ones,’’ he heard a 
shot and a woman “holier.”” He said 
he did not know who lived in the littie 
frame house. From his description it 
was apparent that he meant the Wilkins 
house. 

As he seached the front of the house 
he saw two men standing in the door. 
One he recognized as Walker. The other, 
a smaller man, he did not recognize. 
Walker, the witness said, either had his 
overcoat on or it was thrown over his 
shoulders. He had known Wilkins when 
he was a boy but would not know him 
now. 

Witness Slightly Confused, 

When Ray Pearson, Wilkins’ attor- 
ney, cross-examined Washington, the 
negro became tangle’ about the loca- 
tion of streets, but he insisted that he 
was going north on Third street and 
his story about hearing the shot and 
the scream and seeing the two men in 
the door was not shaken. Court ad- 
journed with Washington still on the 
stand. Washington's general reputation 
has been good. 

Raymond Lonergan, ticket agent at 
the Burlington depot, testified that Wil- 
kins bought a ticket for Clarence, Mo., 
s few minutes before the 4:42 train ar- 
rived on the afternoon of March 2. Wil- 
kins asked if the train stopped at Read- 
ing and was told that it did not. Wil- 
kins asked if he had to change trains at 
Hannibal and was told that he did not. 
Walker and Wilkins were on the plat- 
form and one of them talked to a 
stranger before Wilkins bought the tick- 
et. When Wilkins approached the win- 
dow to buy the ticket he left Walker 
and the other man talking together. 
Lonergan did not know what became of 
any of the three afterward.

IN GAMBLING TRIAL 
NEVER MADE A BEI 


Others Admit Having Made 
Wagers, Some on Baseball— 
“Plays a Little Cards.” 
J. FOSTER 
Cigar and News Stand Dealer Is 


Charged With Having Held $3 
Bet on a Horse Race. 


Out of a panel of 12 jurors in Judge 
Cave’s division of the Circuit Court this 
morning, only four averred they had 
never made a bet. The other eight, with 
various shades of modesty and confus- 
ton, admitted that on occasion they had 
yielded to the sporting instinct. 

The case was that of Joseph J. Fos- 


ter, proprietor of a news and cigar store 
at 410 Washington avenue, charged witn 
“feloniously being custodian of a 
wager.” Foster was arrested in a gam- 
bling squad raid last June, when the 
authorities were trying to round up 
handbook makers: Some 30 persons were 
indicted, Foster being the first to go to 
trial on one of six indictments against 
him. In the present case he is charged 
with holding $3 bet-by W. S. Ford of 2126 
Eugenia street, on the rogues of a horse 
race. 
Four Shake Their Heads. 

After Circuit Attorney Harvey had fin- 
ished questioning the first panel of 12 
prospective jurors, Mortimer B. Levy, 
one of Foster’s attorneys, began with a 
general question as to whether any of 
the veniremen had ever made any kind 
of a wager, whether it was on ‘‘casino, 
the arrival of a train, baseball, football 
or anything else.”” Four shook their 
heads in emphatic negative. The other 
eight looked embarrassed. Levy began 
questioning them individually. 

The man who shook his head hard- 
est declared he not only, had never 
made a bet, but had never been around 
when one was made. The other jur- 
ors looked at him curtously. Three 
contented themselves simply with say- 
ing they had never wagered, 


erHrd’ you ever take 2 bet?’ Levy 


said to a tall, rather stout man. 

“Sure!’’ the man answered, with a 
slightly German accent. “Once in a 
while.’’ 

‘What did you bet on?’ ‘“Penuchle.” 

“0, I Play a Little Cards.” 

The next venireman confessed, amidst 
blushes, that he had once gambled for 
a lunch with a friend. Two men ad- 
mitted they had bet on baseball. Two 
others cheered up at this and said 
they had placed small wagers on the 
great American game. The eleventh 
man said he had bet once or twice, but 
did not say what siren of chance had 
lured him astray. 

The twelfth, a slender man, 
well-manicured hands, said he 
placed wagers at different times. 
questioned him further. 

“O, I play a little 
plained. 

“You gentlemen need not answer the 
next questicn,’’ Levy resumed, ‘‘for you 
might incriminate yourself as guilty 
of a felony. Were any of you ever 
custodian for a bet?’’ 

Only one man answered and he de- 
ciared he had once held stakes on a 
baseball wager. 

~ Eleven of 12 Never Bet. 

A second panel of 12 men was called 
before the jury was finally’ selected. 
Among the men on the second panel 
only one, William Rickert of 3020 Lemp 
avenue, said he had ever made a bet. 
Rickert said that sometimes in a social 
way he made small wagers upon ball 
games. 

Alfred Ricketts, the second man on 
this panel, said that to the best of his 
recollection he had never made a wager 
in his lif on a dog fight, a chicken 
fight, a prize fight, a baseball, football! 
or a card game. 

W. 8. Ford of 2126 Eugenie street, a 
ticket taker at Eads Bridge, the first 
witness called, said he had gone to Fos- 
ter’s place on June 23 and made a bet. 
The expression ‘‘bet’’ was objected to 
and the witness said he had handed to 
Foster a memorandum made out upoa 
a racing sheet. He was asked what 
was on this memorandum, but this was 
objected to and the Court ordered that 
the original memorandum be produced. 


BOMB WRECKS MAYOR’S HOME 
AS POLICE DANCE AT BALL 


Guttenb:rg (N. J.) Execu’ e¢ Dis- 
charged Force 16 Months Ago Be- 
cause Tow- Was Extra Or erly. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—The home of 
Mayor Daniel Herrmann of Guttenburg, 
N. J., a suburb, was wrecked early to- 
day by the explosion of a bomb, which 
tore a hole in the wall of the house. 
Windows were broken and the entire 
community was awakened. No one was 
injured. 

Mayor Herrmann discharged the Gut- 
tenburg police force of eight men, 16 
months ago, on the ground that they 
had no work to do and that the town 
was so orderly no police were needed. 
The police took the matter to the 
courts, where it is now pending. When 
the bom’ exploded the police were 
holding their annual ball. 

Asleep_in the Mayor's home at the 
time of the explosion were the Mayor, 
his three brothers and his mother. The 
Guttenburg police, although officially 
discharged, are investigating.

Relations Long Strained. 
For a long time relations between the 
Lieutenant-Governor and the secretary 
have been strained, because each has 
suspected that the other has been medi- 
tating an assault upon his guberna- 
torial expectations. The climax came 
today when Roach dropped nonchalant- 
ly into the vacant chaiar of Senato” 
Craig of Nodaway County, disposed his 
feet comfortably and turned to a neigh- 
boring Senator with a sinister interro- 
gation as to the existing state of the 
weather. 
Although the fluttering pennants of 
the secretary’s mustache were in plain 
view of the President’s chair, Painter ap- 
parently failed to observe them.

Sailors Tell How Aeroplane 
With Bombs Failed in 
Attack’ on Ship. 


LONDON, March %—The_ British 
steamer Leeuwarden, bound from Ilon- 


don for Harlingen, Holland, has. been 
sunk by the German submarine U28, 
four miles southeast of the Maas, Hol- 
land lightship, according to ieuter’s 
Maasluis correspondent. 

The crew of 17 men were given five 
minutes to take to their small boats, 
which the submarine towed until a 
pilot steamer was met. The men then 
were transferred to the pilot boat and 
lunded at the Hook of Holland. 

The Leeuwarden was across channel 
steamer of 374 tons. 


Sunk by Gun Fire. 
The Leeuwarden was sunk by the gun 


fire of the submarine, according to the 
Amsterdam Handelsblad’s Hook of Hol- 
land correspondent. The corespondent 
adds that the Leeuwarden received a 
signal to stop by two shots from the 
U28, which had not been previously ob- 
served, as she was in shelter behind the 
Maas lightship. 

The loss of the Leeuwarden makes 
three British ships reported yesterday 
as having been attacked by submarines 
the Fingal having been sunk with a 
loss of six lives and the Atlanta badly 
damaged by a torpedo. 

The Anchor Line steamer Cameronia, 
which arrived at Liverpool from New 
York March 15, with a cargo valued at 
$5,000,000, successfully ran the German 
blockade. The vessel reports that she 
was chased by three German under-wa- 
ter boats on her voyage through the 
Trish Sea. 

The first submarine came up only a 
few hundred yards away from the liner, 
but the Cameronia evaded her. Later 
two other submarines appeared, one off 
each of the steamer’s bows, but again 
the speed of the Cameronia enabled her 
to get safely away. 

On the voyage from New York extra- 
ordinary precautions were taken by the 
steamer. An extra crow's nest was 
rigged and the ship’s boats were pro- 
visioned. At night all the lights were 
extinguished. 

How Aeroplane Attacked Ship. 

The British steamer Blonde, which 
arrived at South Shields yesterday, re- 
ported a new form of German warfare. 
A German eeroplane in the North Sea 
dropped bombs in an effort to destroy 
the Blonde. 
“Five bombs were dropped in an ef- 
fort to destroy our ship,” said the mate 
of the Blonde, ‘‘but none of them fell 
nearer than 20 feet away. We suffered 
no damage, but one man of the crew 
died virtually of fright. 

“We were bound from Cowes for the 
Tyne when a Taube attacked us within 
sight of the English coast, barely three 
miles off North Foreland. 
bridge with the pilot when we sighted 
the Taube coming from across the North 
Sea. Two Germans were in the ma- 
chine. 

“The aeroplane dropped to a mod- 
erate altitude—not over 500 feet—as 
it approached us. Then it circled 
about our ship and the _ aviators 
dropped two bombs, which,fell just 
behind the stern. The Captain called 
all hands on deck and tied the whistle 
wide open, signalling for help. The 
Taube then came back to the attack 
at a still lower altitude and dropped 
two more bombs ineffectively. We 
had put on top speed and were steer- 
ing a zigzag course. Then the Taube 
came down so low that we could dis- 
tinguish plainly the features of the 
men in her. The last bomb they 
dropped exploded with tremendous 
force just off our bow.”

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SHOE MACHINERY 
CASE DISMISSED 
BY U.S. COURT 


Decision Handed Down in Bos- 
ton Holds United Company 
Does Not Exercise Monopoly. 


BOSTON, March 18.—The Federal Gov-, 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the United 
Shoe Machinery Co., on the ground 
that it was an illegal monopoly in re- 
straint of trade, Was dismissed today 
by the United States District Court 
here. 

In dismissing the suit the Court stat- 
ed that, so far as the allegation that 
the defendant conceived the idea of ac- 
quiring the ownership or control of all 
companies manufacturing or dealing in 


any and all kinds of shoe machinery 
was concerned, the utmost that could 
be shown was a purpose to acquire con- 
trol of certain machinery connected 
with bottoming shoes, or, later, of cer- 
tain clicking and eye-letting machines | 
fhe Government was so satisfied of 
this, the Court said, that during the 
trial it asked permission to amend its 
allegation accordingly. an 
Protected by Patents, 

The Government's bill of complaint 
charged that the individuals named as 
defendants had taken action to perpet- 
vate the rights they had under existing 
patents after these patents should ex- 
pire. The Court holds that it must be 
accepted that from the beginning the 
machinery offered by the United com- 
pany was in all its essential elements 
protected by patents and that there has 
been no proof to the contrary. 

The Government began its campalgn 
sugainst the so-called Shoe Machinery 
Trust in September, 1911, in obtaining 
indictments here, on the complaints of 
shoe manufacturers in this State and in 
St. Louis. The United States Supreme 
Court in 1913 ruled that the Sherman 
anti-trust law was not violated in the 
formation of the United Shoe Machinery 
Co., and left but one count of the orig- 
inal indictment standing. This count re- 
lated to the system of leasing machinery, 
and the Government Went to trial on it. 

Teasing System Involved, 

The defendants in the indictment were 
Sidney W. Winslow, Edward P. Hurd, 
George W. Brown, Willima Barbour and 
Elmer P. Howe. The final remaining 
charge against them was that the leas- 
ing system was unfair, in that it provid- 
ed that no ee yp ant “oe machinery was 
to be used in a factory which used the 
trust’s machinery. 


Appeal by Attorney-General May Fol- 
low Decision, 

WASHINGTON, March 138.—Although 
officials here will take no further action 
in the case against the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. until the District Court’s de- 
cision reaches here, it was indicated to- 
day that an appeal will be taken by the 
Attorney-General to the Supreme Court 
as soon as possible. 

The Department of Justice regards the 
case as important because it involves in- 
}terpretation of the patent laws. The ap- 
peal probably will be made this spring, 
but the case can not come up for argu- 
ment in the Supreme Court before next 
fall.

RADE 1S VIRTUALLY 
DECLARED BY ALLIES 


Communications Given Out by Bryan 
Reveal That Great Britain and 
France Reserve Right of Release 
of Cargoes and Will Confine Opera- 
tions to European Waters. 


WASHINGTON, March 18—Whether to acquiesce in or protest against 
the action of Great Britain and her allies in declaring a ‘‘blockade’’ against 
Germany was the question which confronted the American Government today, 
following the publication of the complete series of notes between the United 
States and the European belligerents regarding the safety of neutral ship- 
ping. Officials were today collecting data for what is expected to be a vig- 
orous protest against the form of the proposed embargo against German com- 


merce with other countries.

There were all told six notes. Their 
publication by the State Department not 
only cleaned the slate of diplomatic cor- 
respondence, but recorded the failure of

Publication of the correspondence fre- 
vealed that the allied blockade opera- 
tions would not be conducted “outside of 
Kuropean waters, including the Mediter- 
fanean.’’ For the first time the British 
use the word “blockade” in describing 
their new policy. 

Restricted to European Waters. 

The communications revealed that the 
United States Government, realizing the 
difficulties of maintaining an effective 
blockade by a close guard of an enemy 
coast on account of the newly developed 
activity of the submarines, asked that 
“eg radius of activity’’ be defined. Great 
Britain and France replied with the 
announcement that the operations of 
blockade would not be conducted “‘out- 
side of European waters, including the 
Mediterranean."’ 

While Germany agreed, it is disclosed, 
to abandon her submarine attacks on 
‘mercantile of any fiaz’’ except when 
they resisted visit or search, provided 
foodstuffs were permitted to reach her 
civilian population, Great Britain and 
her allies rejected the proposal originally 
made by the United States Government 
in an effort to bring the belligerents into 
an arrangement which would safeguar4 
the interests of neutrals. 

Furthermore, the documents show that 
in a message of inquiry to Great Britain 
and France, the United States asked 
whether the embargo on all commerce 
hetween Germany and neutral countries 
Was to be carried out under the rules 
of a blockade or by interference with 
ships and cargoes “as if no blockade 
existed,’’ the two together presenting in 
the view of the American Governmar* 
‘‘a proposed course of action previousiy 
unknown to international law.”’ 


Not to Exercise Rights. 
The answers from both Great Britain 


eané France reveal for the first time 
that the allies officially regard their 
policy as a “blockade,’”’ but desire to 
refrain from exercising the rights of 
belligerents under a blockade to confis- 
cate ships and cargoes as a penalty for 
breach of blockade, substituting for it 
procedure in prize courts and com- 
pensation through sale of the detained 
merchandise. 


The definition of a ‘‘radius of activ- 
ity’ for the allied fleet in European 
waters, including the Mediterranean, is 
the first intimation of the geographical 
limits of the blockade. Its limits were 
not given more exactly, the allies 
Claim, because Germany was equally 
indefinite in proclaiming all the waters 
surrounding Great Britain and Ireland 
a “war sone.’ 

The restriction of the area of opera- 
tions of the blockade to European wa- 
ters followed this observation by the 


President Wilson already has indicated that

“While this Government is fully alivo 
to the possibility that the methods of 
modern naval warfare, particularly In 
the use of the submarine for both de- 
fensive and offensive operations, may 
make the former means of maintaining a 
blockade a physical] impossibility, it feels 
that it can be urged with great force 
that there should be also some limit to 
“the radius of activity,” and especially 
so if this action by the belligerents can 
be construed to be a blockade. 


Example Is Cited. 

“It would certainly create a serious 
state of affairs if, for example, an 
American vessel laden with a cargo of 
German origin should escape the British 
patrol in European waters only to be 
held up by a cruiser off New York: and 
taken into Halifax.”’ 

The notes record the failure of the 
United States to bring the belligerents 
into an agreement on the use of sub- 
marines and mines, the fixing of a def- 
inite rule governing shipments of con- 
ditional contraband to the civilian popu- 
lation of a belligerent and the abandon- 
ment of neutral flags as a ruse of war. 

Officials admitted being somewhat 
puzzled over the British rejection of 
the proposals made by the United 
States in this connection. They ob- 
served a statement in the British reply 
to the American note which is not 
borne out by comparison with the Ger- 
man note. The British reply refusing 
to enter into the agreement says in ‘ref- 
erence to the American communica- 
tion: Y 

“The reply of the German Govern- 
ment to this note has been published 
and it is not understood from the reply 
that the German Government are pre- 
pared to abandon the practice of sink- 


marines.”’ 


Germany Would Agree. 

What Germany said officially was as 
follows: 

“The German Government would un- 
dertake not to use their submarines to 
attack mercantile of any flag except 
when necessary to enforce the right o: 
visit and search.”’ 

The proposal of the United States was 
that Germany and Great Britain should 
agree “that neither will use submarines 
tc attack merchant vessels of any na- 
tionality except to enforce the right of 
visit and search.”’ 

The only, explanation advanced by of- 
ficials as a possible reason for the mis- 
understanding is that a newspaper re- 
port, also published in the United States, 
reached Great Britain to the effect that 
Germany had agreed to abandon her 
submarine warfare against neutrals, but 
not against belligerent merchantmen. 

Officials declined to say whether this 
misunderstanding would furnish the ba- 
sis for further negotiations. It was evi- 
dent they were deeply disappointed at 
the failure of their efforts to bring the 
belligerents to a realization of the diffi- 
culties in which their actions involve 


the neutral commerce of the world.

Basig for Solution.

With regard to the various points of 
the American note they beg to make the 
following remarks: 

‘1, With regard to the sowing of 
mines, the German Government would 
be willing to agree as suggested not to 
use floating mines and to have anchored 
mines constructed as indicated.

It is thus that the 
British forces have conducted the war 
and we are not aware that these forces, 
either naval or military, can have laid to 
their charge any improper proceedings, 
either in the conduct of hostilities or 
in the treatment of prisoners or wound- 
ed. On the German side it has been 
very different. 
Belgian Situation Cited. 

“4. The treatment of civilian inhab- 
itants in Belgium and the north of 
France has been made public by the 
Belgian and French Governments and 
by those who have had experience of it 
at first hand. Modern history affords 
no precedent for the sufferings that 
have been inflicted on the defenseless 
and noncombatant population in the ter- 
ritory that has been in German military 
occupation. ven the food of the pop- 
ulation was confiscated until in Bel- 
gium an international commission, large- 
ee influenced by American generosity 
and conducted under American auspices, 
came to the relief of the population and 
secured from the German Government 
a promise to spare what food was still 
left in the country, though the Germans 
still continue to make levies in money 
upon the defenseless population for the 
support of the German army. 

‘‘We have from time to time received 
most terrible accounts of the barbarous 
treatment which British officers and 
woldiers have been exposed after they 
have been taken prisoner while being 
conveyed to German prison camps. One 
or two instances have already been 
given to the United States Government, 
founded upon authentic and first-hand 
evidence, which is beyond doubt. Some 
evidence has been received of the hard- 
ships to which British prisoners of war 
are subjected in the prison camps con- 
trasting, we believe, most unfavorably 
with the treatment of German prisoners 
in this country. We have proposed with 
the consent of the United States Govern- 
ment that a commission of United States 
officers should be permitted in each 
country to inspect the treatment of 
prisoners of war. The United States 
Government have been unable to obtain 
‘any reply from the German Government 
to this proposal and we remain in con- 
tinuing anxiety and apprehension as to 
the treatment of British prisoners of 
war in Germany. 

Mines Laid on High Seas. 

‘3. At the very outset of the war a 
German mine layer was discovered lay- 
ing a mine field on the high seas. Fur- 
ther miine fields have been laid from 
time to time without warning, and so far 
as we know are still being laid on the 
high seas, and many neutral as well as 
British vessels have been sunk by them. 

“4. At various times during the war 
German submarines have stopped and 
sunk British merchant vessels, thus 
making the sinking of merchant vessels 
a general practice. The general rule to 
which the British Government has ad- 
hered being that merchant vessels, if 
captured, must be taken before a prize 
court. In one case already quoted in a 
note to the United States Government, a 
neutral vessel carrying foodstuffs to an 
unfortified town in Great Britain was 
probably sunk. Another case is now 
reported in which a German armed 
cruiser has sunk an American vessel, 
the William P. Frye, carrying a Cargo 
of wheat from Seattle to Queenstown. 
In both cases the cargoes were presuma- 
bly destined for the civil population. 
Even the cargoes, in such circumstances, 
should not have been condemned with- 
out a decision of a prize court, much 
less should the vessels have been sunk. 
It is to be noted that both these cases 
occurred before the detention by the 
British authorities of the Wilhelmina and 
her cargo of foodstuffs which the Ger- 
man Government alleges is the justifica- 
tion for their own action. The Germans 
have announced their intention of sink- 
ing British merchant vessels by torpedo, 
without notice and without any provis-

rule based on considerations of moral- 
ity and humanity which is contrary to 
this practice. The right to stop food- 
stuffs destined for the civil population 
must thérefore in any case be admitted 
if an effective ‘‘cordon’’ on controlling 
intercourse with the enemy is drawn, 
announced and maintained. Moreover, 
independently of rights arising from 
belligerent action in the nature of 
blockade some other nations differing 
from the opinion of the governments is 
of the United States and Great Britian 
have held that to stop the food of the 
civil population is a natural and legiti- 
mate method of bringing pressure to 
bear on an enemy country as it is 
upon the defense of a besieged 
town. It is also upheld on the authority 
Bismarck and Count 
Caprivi and therefore presumably is not 
repugnant to German morality. 
Bismarck Ig Quoted. 

“The following are the quotations from 
Prince Bismarck and Count Caprivi on 
this point. Prince Bismarck, in an- 
swering in 188 an application from the 
Kiel Chamber of Commerce for a state- 
ment of the view of the German Gov- 
ernment on the question of the right to 
declare as contraband foodstuffs that 
were not intended for military forces, 
said: ‘I reply to the Chamber of Com- 
merce that any disadvantage our Ccom- 
iuercial and carrying interests may suf- 
fer by the treatment of rice as contra- 
band of war does not justify our oppos- 
ing a measure which it has been thought 
fit to take in carrying on a foreign 
war. Every war is a calamity which 


entails evil consequences not only on} 


the combatants, but also on the neu- 
trals. These evils may easily be in- 
creased by the interference of a neutral 
power with the way in which a third 
carries on the war to the disadvantage 
of the subjects of the interfering Power, 
and by this means German commerce 
might be weighted with far heavier 


U. S. Makes Inquiry Regarding 
Limit of Field of Activity in Embargo 


The American Government transmitted 
identical messages of inquiry to the 
Ambassadors at London and Paris in- 
quiring from both England and France 
how the declarations in the Anglo 
French note proclaiming an embargo on 
all commerce between Germany and neu- 
tral countries were to be carried into 
effect. The message to London was 
as follows: 

‘‘Washington, March 56, 1915.—In re- 
gard to the recent communications re- 
ceived from the British and French Gov- 
ernments concerning restraints upon 
commerce with Germany please com- 
municate with the British foreign office 
in the sense following: 

“The difficulty of determining action 
upon the British and French declara- 
tions of intended retaliation upon com- 
merce with Germartry lies in the nature 
of the proposed measures in their re- 
lation to commerce by neutrals. 

‘‘While it appears that the intention Its 
to interfere with and take into custody 
all ships, both outgoing and incoming, 
trading with Germany, which is in effect 
a blockade of German ports, the rule 
of blockade, that a ship attempting tc 
enter or leave a German port regardless 
of the character of its cargo may be 
condemned is not asserted. 

“The language of tne declaration is 
‘the Eritish and French Governments 
will, therefore, hold theniselves free tu 
detain and take into port ships carry- 
ing goods of presumed enemy destina- 
uuon, ownership or origin. It is not in- 
tended to confiscate such vessels or car- 
goes unless they would othcrwise be 
Mable to conde:nnation.’

“Count Caprivi during a discussion in 
the German Reichstag on the 4th of 
March, 1892, on the subject of the im- 
portance of international protection for 
private property :at-sea, made the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘A country.may be 
dependent for her food or for her raw 
products upon her trade. In fact. it 
may be absolutely necessary to destroy 
the enemy's trade.” * * * “The private 
introduction of provisions into Paris 
was prohibited during the siege, and in 
the same way a nation would be justi- 
fied in preventing the import of food 
and raw produce.’ The Government of 
Great Britain have frankly declared in 
concert with the Government of France 
their intention to meet the German at- 
tempt to stop all supplies of every kind 
from leaving or entering British or 
French ports by themselves stopping 
supplies going to or from Germany for 
this end. The British fleet has institut- 
ed a blockade effectively controlling by 
a cruiser ‘cordon’ all passages to and 
from Germany by sea. The difference 
between the two policies is, however. 
that while our object is the same as 
that of Germany we propose to attain 
it without sacrificing neutral ships or 
noncombatant. lives or inflicting upon 
neutrals the damage that must be en- 
tailed when a vessel and its cargo are 
sunk without notice, examination, or 
trial. I must emphasize again that this 
measure is a natural and necessary con- 
sequence of the ‘unprecedented meth- 
ods repugnant to all law and morality 
which have been described above which

Neutrals Have No Standard. 


As a consequence neutralg have no 
standard by wh to meawire their 
rights or to avofi danger to their ships 
and cergoes..

at STS AGAINST 
GONSUL'S. ARREST 


Seattle Action Declared to Be in 
Violation of Treaty Between 
Two Nations. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Ger- 
man Embassy today protested to the 
State Department against the warran* 
of arrest served on the German Con- 
sul, William Muller, and his assistant, 
B. N. Schultz, at Seattle, Wash. The 
embassy contends that the arrest is 12 
violation of the consular treaty between 
Germany and the United States. 

The department was asked to investi- 
gate the case and the embassy was as- 
sured that would be done immediately. 

The charge was made in the embassy’s 
note that the Seattle authorities had ex- 
ceeded their powers in entering the con- 
sulate to make search and also in serv- 
ing the warrants of arrest cn Mueller 
and his assistant. 

The Consul, in his report to the em- 
bassy, which was transmitted to the 
State Department, did not say that an 
actual search of the consulate had been 
made, but declared that officers ‘“‘had en- 
tered in order to make a search.”’ 

The charge on which the Consul’s ar- 
rest was based was that of conspiracy 
in that he had been unlawfully trying to 
gain secrets of the Seattle Construction 
and Dry Dock Co. It had been said the 
company was building submarines for 
Great Britain and sending them to Brit- 
ish Columbia in parts. 

The section of the consular treaty 
which the embassy contends has been 
violated, declares that Consuls “shall 
enjoy in the country of their residence, 
personal immunity from arrest or im- 
prisonment except in the case of crime.” 

Another section of the treaty declares 
that “‘the consular archives shall be at 
all times inviolable and under no pre. 
tense whatever shall the local authorities 
be allowed to examine or seize the pa- 
pers’ forming part of them. The of- 
fices and dwellings of Consuls who are 
not citizens of the country of their resi- 
dence shall be at all times inviolable.’’ 

‘“‘The local authorities,” the treaty con- 
tinues, “shall not, except in the case of 
the pursuit for crimes, under any pre- 
text invade them.”’ 

Embassy officials expressed their be- 
lief in Mueller’s innocence of any con- 
spiracy to obtain secrets to which he 
had no right. Recently the German 
Embassy charged that submarines were 
being built in the United States in sec- 
tions and shipped to Canada, where they 
were completed. Seattle was named as 
one of the places where the submarines 
were being built. 

The Department of Justice probably 
will make an investigation for the State 
Department. 


German Consul in Seattle Held on 
Charge of Conspiracy. 
SEATTILE, Wash., March 18.~-Dr. Wil- 
helm Mueller, Imperial German Consul 
in Seattle, and his secretary, B. M. 


Schulz, were served yesterfay at the 
consulate with notice of arrest. They 
are charged with conspiracy in at- 
tempting to influence corruptly John 
Murdock, an employe of the Seattle 
Construction and Dry Dock Co.,by in- 
ducing him to sell business secrets of Lis 
employers. 

Consul Mueller and his secretary are 
accused by the State of Washington of 
offering Murdock a cash consideration 
to supply them with information bear- 
ing out Ambassador Bernstorff’s charge 
that the Seattle corporation was ship- 
ping knockdown submarines to the Brit- 
ish Government by way of British Co- 
lumbia. 

The information against the German 
representatives, filed by County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Alfred H. Lundin, joint- 
ty charges them and Dan Tarnisasky, 
a free-lance detective, with conspiracy. 

Consul Mueller denied that he had 
any agreement with Murdock or the 
detective to purchase anything, or tha‘ 
he arranged to have them steal papers 
from the construction company. He de- 
clared that Tarnisasky approached him 
with a statement that he had tnforma- 
tion that submarines were being built 
here for the British navy, but that he 
had dealt with the detective only so 
far as 
whether there was truth in the report. 
The Consul expressed confidence in a 
prompt dismissal of the charge against 
him. 

Murdock and the detective were ar- 
rested Tuesday night on a joint grand 
larceny complaint and were detained a: 
the county jail until morning, when 
Murdock, who will be held by the pros- 
ecutor as the State's principal witness, 
was. released on $1000 bail. The war- 
rants for the arrest of Consul Mueller 
ar4i his secretary were served on them 
through their counsel. 

Nine original bills of lading were found 
under the mattress of Murdock’s bed by 
a special agent of the Prosecuting At- 
torney’s office. A quantity of blank 
forms of bills of lading also were found 
there. 

“Net Bullding Submarines.” 

The purport of these bills has not re- 
vealed by any of the principals in the 
affair. Whether Murdock really had 
anything of value to offer to the Ger- 
man Consul is not disclosed by the pa- 
pers. J. V. Patterson, president of the 
Dry Dock Co., says his firm is not build- 
ing submarines for the British or any 
other Government at war. 

A statement by Tarnisasky, like that 
of Murdock, was made to the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. 

President Patterson said last night: 
“Our submarine department nas been 
entirely idle nearly a year. The Ger- 
man Consul would have been mac¢ wel- 
come at our plant. The stolen bills of 
lading covered the most innocent ship- 
ments.”’

$90,000 FOR 


| RAISE 
NXT SEASON 


Executive Committee to Begin Campaign to Ob- 
tain Guaranty by May 14, When Annual 
Meeting of Society Will Be Held. 


The St. Louis Symphony Society's Ex- 
ecutive Committee met at noon today at 
Faust’s Restaurant to formulate a cam- 
paign to raise a $50,000 guaranty fund 
for the Symphony Orchestra for the next 
season. 

With this amount, in addition to ap- 
proximately $46,000 received annually 
from ticket sales, the society hopes to 
make the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
equal to the best orchestras in the coun- 
try in point of resources, as it is in 
quality. 

The campaign for subscriptions will 
be started at once by the Executive 
Committee. Prominent St. Louisans will 
be asked to subscribe to the fund. It 
will not be necessary to make payment 
at once, but only to agree to guarantee 
the payment of the subscription later, 
when needed. 

Campaign to End May 14. 

The Exeoutive Committee expects to 
have its campaign completed by May 14. 
£0 as to report its success that day at 
the annual meeting of the entire Sym- 
phony Society. 

The five-year period for which the 
Symphony Orchestra was financed, be- 
ginning in 1910-11, expires with the close 
of the present season next Saturday 
night. In 1910 the subscribers to the 
guaranty fund raised $30,000 to be ap- 
plied to \the orchestra's deficit, each 
year, for five years, a total of $150,000. 

With the expiration of this guaranty 
fund the societey is without money or 
@ guarantee for next year. It is prob- 
able the Executive Committee will de- 
cide to make a campaign this month for 
a guaranty to cover a stated period of 
years, similar to the five-year guaran- 
ty fund campaign of 1910. 

Assistance Ig Necessary. 

“The Symphony Orchestra is like an 
art museum, a public library, the State 
University or the public schools,’ said 
Arthur J. Gaines, secretary and man- 
ager, today. “It ig not expected to be 
self-supporting. It must be maintained 
by the community, and it should be a 
tax upon the whole community, which 
profits from the culture spread by the 
orchestra.”’ 

Gaines said that if every seat in the 
Odeon were sold for every one of the 
60 concerts given each season, there 
still would be a deficit which would 
have to be met by public-spirited per- 
sons. 

The orchestra is now completing its 
thirty-fifth year, but it has been on a 
salaried basis only six years, and can 
really be said to have taken front rank 
only in that time. There are 70 mem- 
bers in the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra, while those of Chicago, New York, 
Minneapolis, Cincinnati and Philadelphia 
have 8) members, and in Boston 100 
members. 

By increasing the guaranty fund to 
$50,000 a year, as it is now planned to 
do, the society will be able to em- 
ploy 10 more musicians, placing the St. 
Louis orchestra upon ai numerical 
plane with the fine orchestras of which 
other cities are so boastful. 

Orchestra Costs $3000 a Year. 

The 10 new orchestra players, pro- 
posed for next year, would be added to 
the strings. An orchestra of either 50 
er 100 pieces has the same number of 
brass and woodwind instruments, but 
it has been necessary for Conductor 
Max Zach to hold down the brass to 
get the proper results from the strings. 
With 10 more strings Zach will be able 
to give the brass and woodwinds full 
volume, because of the added volume of 
the strings. 

The orchestra recently has cost $83,000 
a year. Of this amount, $57,000 has 
been salaries for 70 orchestra members 
end Conductor Zach for 20 weeks each 
year, $9000 for soloists, $7000 for rent at 
Odeon and the remaining 310,000 for ad- 
vertising and administration. 

The orchestra last year advertised 
St. Louis widely by making an ex- 
tensive Southern tour, playing at Birm-

The Post-Dispatch has received two 
letters, one anonymous and the other

ice, complaining that 2 reduction of 
about 20 carriers had been made in 
the local postoffice and that it was im- 
pairing the postal service in St. Louis 

Postmaster Selph when seen about it 
said 19 letter carriers who had been 
classed as probationaries at $800 a year 
have been reduced to the rank of sub- 
stitutes at 35 cents an hour when ac- 
tually employed. 
| He denied that any impairment of the 
Pservice had resulted from the reduction 
o* the carriers. He said the necessity 
for these reductions became apparent 
in September when it was found that 
hundreds of St. Louis residents who nad 
been’ sending letters to Europe had dis- 
continued this correspondence because 
of war conditions which made it un- 
likely that their letters would be de- 
livered. 

There was a corresponding decrease tn 
the number of letters sent from Eur?d- 
pean countries to St. Louis, he said, 

Another reason assigned by Selph for 
the reduction of the number of regular 
carriers and collectors was that nine

BANKERS ON TRIAL 
LOANED $478,000 
T0 STOCKHOLDERS 


Amount Was Four Times Capi- 
tal of Pine Bluff (Ark.) 
Institution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PINE BLUFF, Ark., March 18.—Hob- 
bies, high living and loose banking 
methods, which caused the failure of 
the Bank of Pine Bluff, brought W. D. 


Hearn, for many years its president, 


and W. C. Hudson, its cashier, to trial 


before a jury in the Circuit Court here 
today on a felony charge They are 
indicted on charges of having issiied a 
fraudulent statement of the bank’s con- 
dition, 

Two days are expected to be required 
to get a jury. One of 46 veniremen was 
accepted this morning. 

The bank drew the attention of the 
State Bank Commissioner, whose of- 
fice was created in 1918, when the first 
Statement, under the new law, on March 
4, 1914, showed a cash reserve of only 
12% per cent. It should have been 2. 
An examination showed that Hearn had 
loaned himself $181,000 on personal notes. 
The bank’s capital stock was $100,000, 
its surplus $100,000 and undivided profits 
$36,000. J. W. Sanders, a director, had 
borrowed $181,000 also, and N. B. Beak- 
ley owed the bank $64,000. The former 
had given only a personal note. Beak- 
1ey gave a second mortgage on a farm 
of 4700 acres, but the W. R. Compton 
Co. of St. Louis had a prior mortgage 
for $49,000. 

Officers Owed Bank $478,000. 

Officers and direetors alone owed the 
bank $478,000. The Bank Commissioner 
charged off $175,000 of bad paper. One 
personal note for $7500, made in 190?, 
was being carried as an asset despito 
the statute of limitations. Of the amount 
charged off, $71,000 was owed by Hearn. 
The president had overdrawn his ac- 
count $90,000 and sought to secure it by 
personal notes. Hudson, the cashier, 
owed the bank about $45,000. 

At the instance of the Bank Commis- 
sioner, Hearn was deposed on May 31. 
J. S. McDonnell took over Hearn’s stock 
and became president of the bank. 
Hearn was retained as vice-president. 
Rumors that the bank was weak re- 
sulted in a run about the middle of June. 
Other banks sent money to the threat- 
ened bank and the run ceased. The 
bank finally failed to open on July 3. It 
had deposits of about $800,000 at that 
time. "| 

Hearn’s hobby was a model farm near 
Pine Bluff, where thousands of dollars 
were spent for improvements, blooded 
stock and chickens. He had repeatedly 
said he lived beyond his means. He was 
“Uncle Billy’? to many firms and men 
who borrowed money without putting’ 
up any security. The directors never 
questioned his policies After the crash 
he turned over his property to the bank 
and purchased a handsome home in a 
desirable part of. town. 

Paid Depositors 80 Per Cent, 

Three 10 per cent payments have been 
made to depositors since the bank failed, 
and all the remaining real and personal 
property of the bank, listed at about 
$700,000, was sold Monday under orde” 
of the Court. It brought $270,140, but -t 
is enough to pay the depositors 50 per 
cent more. 

The stockholders have paid assess- 
ments amounting to $170,000. The short- 
age therefore is in the neighborhood of 
$300,000. 

The indictment specifies that the bank- 
ers swore that big loans to Hearn, 
Sanders and others were properly se- 
cured when they were not. 

N. J. Gantt was elected special Judge 
to try the case Monday because of the 
illness of Judge A. B, Grace.

firm employed as attorneys for the Jef- 
ferson County Free Bridge Commission, 
of which Hearn was a member. Both 
have been prominent in the Chamber of 
Commerce.

Leonard Blondel, father of Mrs. Helen 
M. Angle, who 1s on trial for man-* 
slaughter in connection with the death 
of Waldo R. Batiou, in Stamford, re- 
sumed the witness stand today.

SUED FOR $30,000 
BY AFAGTORY GIRL 


Orphan Charges That James W. 
Osborne of New York Broke 
Promise to Marry Her. 


HE HAS WIFE AND SON 

Declares He Has Never Seei 

Orphan Young Woman; Talks 
of Mysterious Letters.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 18.—James Ww, 
Osborne, who, as Assistant District At- 
torney of New York County, gained 
country-wide prominence through his 


criminal prosecutions, was sued for $50, - 
000 in the Supreme Court yesterday by 
Miss Rae Tanzer, an orphan, who works 
in a factory. Miss Tanzer charges that 
Osborne promised to marry her and 
failed to do so. 

It was stated that the attorney and 
Miss Tanzer met as the result of an 
accident to a wagon or street car and 
fell into conversation; the lawyer intro- 
duced himself, and this meeting, it is 
charged, led to the alleged promise of 
marriage some weeks later. 

“T never laid eyes on this your 
woman,” Osborne declared. ‘I believe 
powerful influences are behind this suit. 
I don’t think it is a case of mistaken 
identity. During my career as a Pros- 
ecutor and a lawyer I have antago- 
nized many big people.’’ 

“My Dear Oliver” Letter. 

Osborne said the first intimation he 
had of the existence of any person 
named Tanzer was on the morning of 
Dec. 27 last, when he found a letter 
signed with her name and properly. ad- 
dressed to him in his office.

‘In this letter I was addressed as ‘My 
Dear Oliver,’’’ he said. “I concluded 
the writer had intended the missive for 
someone else. The note was most en- 
dearing in its nature and contained 
some reference to a lawyer. This was 
s0 worded as to give me the impression 
the writer was about to sue ‘Dear Oliver’ 
unless he took some action she deemed 
for her best interests. I called my law 
partner, Mr. Lamb, and tdld him about 
the matter. I said that unquestionably 
the lawyer mentioned in the letter was 
myself and that the young lady had 
sent me ‘Dear Oliver’s’ letter, whoever 
he might be, through error and had 
mailed mine to him. I expected there 
would be developments in a few days, 
but it was several weeks before any- 
thing happened.’’ 

Osborne sent his secretary to the safe 
for the “Dear Oliver’ letter. With it 
she brought a package of possibly a 
dozen more. 

“This package of notes,’’ he said, ‘I 
received several weeks after the first 
letter. They are addressed to me at 
the New York Athletic Club. I happened 
tc drop in there one night and, on ask- 
ing if there was any mail for me, was 
handed the batch. Until I opened one 
I had no idea where they came from, 
having forgotten the earlier incident.’’ 

Aware of Something Seriaus. 
Osborne said he hadn't read many of 
the missives before he was aware some- 
thing serious was in the wind. The 
writings were of such a nature he de- 
cided to investigate. One was written 
on the letterhead of Farrington & Evans, 
manufacturers of women’s hats, with 
show rooms at 392 Fifth avenue and a 
factory at 134 West Fourteenth street. 
The following morning. Osborne said, 
he sent private detectives to find out 
something about ‘this person who was 
writing me love letters.’” The detec- 
tives reported that Miss Tazer was em- 
ployed as a factory girl in the Four- 
teenth street shop of Farrington Evans 
and lived at an Aldus street address, 
he said. She was described as being 
short, slight and about 24 years old. 
“She told the investigators,’’ Osborne 
said, “‘that she had met me on the 
street some months ago and that our 
relations had been intimate since that 
time. ‘She declared I had taken her t 
moving picture shows, had dined wit 
her at Riggs restaurant and had enter- 
tained her at the Sherman Square Ho- 
tel.” 

Osborne first received notice that the 
young woman had taken her case to a 
lawyer when, a couple weeks ago, he 
was called on the telephone by a mem- 
ber of the firm of Slade & Slade. 

“I told the lawyer just what I have 
told you,’’ he said. ‘“‘I made it perfectly 
plain to them that I had never met 
their client and had never written her. 
They insisted, however, that she had 
three letters signed by me. Then they 
admitted they had not been sent 
through the mails, but delivered by me 
in person. Now, why, in the name of 
common sense, would I write the girl 
and then take the letters to her? 

“T have a son in college, with the 
dearest wife a man ever had, and i 
know this attack will give them much 
pain. I am ready to meet it.” 

When Slade & Slade were informed 
of Osborne's statement, the nature of 
the suit was disclosed. 

Tried to Avoid Publicity. 

*‘Everything possible has been done to 
avoid publicity, and every effort has 
been made to shield Mr. Osborne," said 
one of the firm. “We do not want to 
injure him, but we are attorneys for 
this orphan and we are going to press 
this suit. When we do, some surpris- 
ing facts will be brought out. 

“The defendant says he sent detec- 
tives on the trail of cur client,”’ said’ one 
of the. firm. “The young woman was so 
closely followed we advised her to move 
from the Aldus street house. She is 
now where no one will be able to find 
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whom hired, went to her and showed 
brass shields. They told her she would 
fare ill if she continued further in the 
matter. 

‘We went to the girl’s employer and 
he told us he had every confidence in the 
statements made by our client. He as- 
serted he would stand by her and pro- 
vide money, if necessary.’’ 

When a reporter called at the Aldus 
street house the janitress said Miss Rae 
Tanzer and three sisters moved into an 
apartment eight months ago and moved 
out again about a month ago. They 
were regarded as mysterious. 

Disappeared Mysteriously. 

The four left the house early every 
morning, save Sunday, and returned 
after 6 o'clock in the evening. Sun- 
days they remained in pretty much all 
day. One morning she awoke to find 
the flat empty. Her tenants had left. 

Osborne has been a part of New 
York’s public life for years and his 
private character has never been as-

1 _ ‘THE EMBARGO QUESTION. 


Let us as a foundation for judgment get the) t+ 
nature and effect of the British order leveling 
German commerce on the ocean clearly in our 
minds. 

We admit the right of Great Britain and her 
allies to blockade all German ports if they have 
the power. 

In the event of actual blockade, which may be 
accomplished by the use of sufficient naval power 
to stop merchant ships, the allies would have the 
right to do all that they want to.do under the 
announced embargo, with this difference: they 


would have the right to confiscate or destroy neu- 


tral ships and cargoes attempting to run the 
blockade. 

We ourselves ruled during the Civil War that 
neutral ships sailing to neutral ports with cargoes 
that might be destined for the enemy are seizable. 
We seized ships under this rule. Great Britain 
in this respect is merely following our ruling. 

Under the embargo the allies declare that they 
will only seize neutral ships and send them to 
prize courts or sell their cargoes for the benefit 
of owners and release them. 

We may protest the embargo on the ground of 
illegality—bearing in mind that Germany 4s well 
as Great Britain is violating international law— 
and get something worse in the form of a block- 
ade, for the enforcement of which the allies have 
sufficient sea power. 

Certainly, we should stand on legal grounds 
and our rights with both parties to the quarrel, 
but how far shall we press technical] legal points 
which would result in greater hardships for us 
than existing conditions? 

Where no fundamental principle is involved in 
international dealings the question of advantage 
usually prevails. 

We confront an alliance with sufficient sea 


power to accomplish its ends under any rule of 


international law. Shall we accept the logic of 
the situation and take the easier way, or insist 
upon our legal right to harsher treatment? 

Our chief concern is to minimize the disasters 
of war conditions and to keep out of tho scrap 
with honor. 
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SUFFRAGE IN 1916. 

The House has decided to give the woman suf- 
frage amendment, voted on in 1914, another 
chance in 1916. The Senate should concur. Sub- 
mission by the Legislature instead of under the 
initiative would itself indicate progress. 

Another vote in 1916 will be none too soon. 
The action this year in Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey may give such impetus as would 
carry the cause to approval in Missouri. 
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RESPONSIBILITY OF JITNEY DRIVEBS. 

A mother writes the Post-Dispatch complaining 
that men passengers in a jitney automobile used 
such language and became so insulting that her 
daughter became alarmed and had to get out and 
take a street car. 

If the drivers of jitneys expect to get or hold 
the custom of respectable women and girls, they 
will take this as a warning that they personally 
must realize their responsibility as public serv- 
It was the duty of the automobile driver 
in which this young woman was riding, if he 
knew of the conduct of his men passengers, to 
compel them to behave or have them arrested. 

The incident also suggests the duty of the 
organized jitney drivers, for their own and the 
public’s protection, to weed out all chauffeurs 
who are found to be men of low character or 
against whom charges of lack of care for the 
safety and comfort of passengers have’ been 
proved. 
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GOV. MAJOR AS A DANCER. 

Gov. Major pleads that he doesn’t tango but 
only fox-trots. We would respect his perfectly 
constitutional right to tango, too, if he wanted to, 
or could, as well as to maxixe and disport himself 
in any of the new dances that became his style 
and fancy. In a Governor there should be no 
objection to anything except possibly the Pussy- 
foot. 

Terpsichoreally speaking, Missouri’s Governor 
is known to be flawless, and we are proud of that 
fact and the distinction it reflects upon a really 
modern commonwealth. Only the backwoods 
would boast a barn-warming executive who only 
“hit the boards” to Turkey in the Straw. With 
a Turveydrop in its ballroom Missouri is rightly 
the envy of all pioneer or mossback common- 
wealths as well as those whose chief executives 
are crude or club-footed. 

With respect to dancing, we could wish only 
one thing more of Gov. Major—that he would

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STATE OFFICERS’ FEE SYSTEM. 

It seems that there is a fee system from which 
State officers as well as county officers benefit. 

For every ex officio service these magistrates 
perform they have compensation added to their 
regular salaries. ~The Governor, in addition to the 
$2911 in traveling expenses, to the itemized ac- 
count of which Auditor Gordon curiously refuges 
public access, received enough for attendance on 
the State boards of which he is ex officio a mem- 
ber to increase his salary from the statutory $5000 
a year to $6626, besides $2078 for his living ex- 
penses at the executive mansion. 

Auditor Gordon himself got thrifty increments 
from the same source, boosting his salary from 
$3000 to $4895, and Attorney-General Barker and 
Treasurer Deal got boosts to the same amount.

The costly fee system is not less undesirable and 
demoralizing in the case of State officers than in 
the case of other officers. They should be given 
liberal salaries, which should cover all forms of

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‘ FOR THE BEST ORCHESTRA. 
This week the best season in the history of the 


St. Louis Symphony Orchestra closes. It was the 
best in all respects, best in the quality of work, 
in standard, interest and variety of programs, in 
expert judgment and public appreciation. 

It is conceded by the best judges of orchestral 
work that the St. Louis orchestra’s performance 
has reached the highest standard of excellence. 
It is equal to the best in America. But it needs 
more instruments. It is below the best in num- 
ber of musicians and resources, 

Now for the final achievement: Let us make 
the orchestra equal to the best at all points, Let 
us have a complete orchestra, 

In order to put the orchestra on the highest 
plane in resources as well as quality, a guar- 
anteed fund of at least $50,000 is needed. This 
sum would be well invested. It would bring large 
returns to lovers of music, to the people general- 
ly, to the city. It would pay in enjoyment, cul- 
ture and the highest form of municipal adver- 
tising. The complete orchestra would be a splen- 
did St. Louis exhibit. 

St. Louis has no Higginson—no Maecenas of 
music—as Boston, New York, Chicago, Cincinnati 
and Minneapolis have. A few rich St. Louisans 
have given generous contributions, but no one 
rich man has built up the St. Louis orchestra. Its 
development has been a co-operative task in which 
many have given money, time and energy. 

This co-operative work is creditable to St. Louis. 
The orchestra is a community asset. But it is 
also a liability. Co-operative support carries joint 
responsibility for the community. All must help. 

Last year’s guarantors and subscribers did well. 
This year’s guarantors and subscribers should do 
better. More subscribers, more guarantors, more 
liberality are necessary. 

This is a good year for a demonstration of public 
spirit, liberality and culture on the part of S&t. 
Louis, Standing still is retrogression—let us go 
forward. 


LEGISLATIVE SABOTAGH. 

A combine of nearly 100 members, as is said, has 
been formed in the Missouri House to coerce the 
Senate into action on two bills particularly 
favored by a majority in the House. Unless these 
two are passed by the upper body, the measures 
of all Senators who oppose the “dry” issue will 
be held up. The Senators interested retailate 
with a threat to hold up all measures of combine 
adherents. Thus a blockade which may prevent 
the enactment of much useful legislation is de- 
clared in the last hours of the session. 

And what are these two House bills in behalf 
of which other bills of urgent necessity are to be 
held as hostages? One is the precinct local option 
bill. The other is the bill regulating shipments 
of liquor into “dry” territory. 

Thus, the all-upsetting “dry” issue is again 
thrust in to complicate an already complicated 
situation. For these two nondescript measures, 
which neither advance the prohibition principle 
nor do very much to perfect the license system, 
majority rule in the Senate is to be overturned. 
An odious smotherbund is to deprive the people 
of valuable reforms for a reason wholly apart 
from their merits. 

This is indeed legislative sabotage. “Dry” in- 
terests are not to be advanced by resort to lynch 
law for other and more important interests. 
While a so-called Pan-Germanism and so-called 
Pan-Americanism are being analyzed with less 
profit, there is a pan@lestructive “dry” issue that 
deserves exhaustive attention. No moment is too 
inopportune for its introduction. The voters have 
a smotherbuhd which should be set in operation 
against the legislative smotherbund.

Advocates of “protective” tariffs are respect- 
fully asked to expound the facts that Pennsyl- 
vania enjoys more “protective” tariff benefits 
than any other state and has more little children 
working for wages than any other state. 
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‘(WEAKENING THE VOCABULARY.’’

Women’s Christian Association of Columbia, Mo., 
are trying to shush slang out of the human lan- 
guage because they think it “weakens the vocabu- 
lary.” 

On the contrary, girls, believe us, slang is one 
of the grandest little tonics ever rubbed on a 
weak vocabulary. To cure shooting pains or that 
tired feeling in the region of the vocabulary, do 
not waste time consulting Dr. Webster’s well- 
known book of polite words, or taking a course 
of treatment under Barrett Wendell or Dr. Henry 
James or other regular vocabulary specialists, 
No. Mix up a thick poultice of spontaneous col- 
ioquialisms, unauthorized inelegances, pungent 
familiarities, loose jargon, barbaric lingo, peppery 
vulgarisms and gingery grotesqueries and plaster 
it on where it will do the most good, or take it 
internally.

TWO POWERS WARN TOKIO 


Pekin Expects Japan to Drop 
Some Demands on Republic 
Because of Allies’ Attitude. 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 18%.—It 
stated officially at the White House to- 
day that representations by the United 
States to Japan concerning the latter's 


was 


| demands on China had been entirely in- 


dependent of any action by Great Brit- 

ain and Russia or other Powers. 
Further than this statement, officials 

in all quarters preserved the strictest 


silence, regarding the situation as one 
of delicacy. State Department officials, 
however, have admitted that since the 
beginning of the negotiations between 
Japan and China over the former’s de- 
mands for commercial and other conces- 
sions, the United States has been en- 
deavoring to influence Japan to ame- 
liorate her demands and to prevent any 
infringement of the rights of the Unit- 
ed States. 

None of the steps in the representa: 
tions which have been made to the Jap- 
anese Ambassador here as well as t4 
Tokio and Pekin, have been made pub- 
lic. 

That the British and Russian Ambassa- 
dors have served any such notice upon 
Japan as that her future diplomatic 
relations with the two countries would 
be jeopardized by her persistence in 
certain demands upon China was be- 
lieved to be a rather strong statement 
ef the facts, though the officials ad- 
mitted lack of information. 

No Confirmation in Washington. 

In the best-posted diplomatic quarters 
there was no confirmation of any joint 
Eritish-Russian representations at Tokio 
of the nature indicated from Pekin. One 
dispatch from Tokio received here dealt 
with other matters, but made no men- 
tion of such representations. 

Moreover, the claim is made that 
strong influences are at work both at 
Pekin and Tokio to stir up animosity 
between Japan, Great Britain and the 
other allies, and there is a disposition 
among the diplomats of the allied Pow- 
ers to attribute reports of joint Anglo- 
Russian representations as growing out 
of feeling adverse to the allies. 

It also was stated that there had been 
no consultation between the American 
and British Governments regarding the 
effect of the proposed Japanese demands 
upon existing treaty obligations. Offi- 
cials also declined to confirm the state- 
ment that representations had been 
made to the authorities at Tokio in 
behalf of the United States on this 
point, yet there is some reason to be- 
lieve that communications on the sub- 
ject have been exchanged with the 
Government of Pekin. 

It is definitely known that no steps 
toward concurrent action between the 
United States and Great Britain have 
been taken at Washington, and it is as- 
sumed that no such steps have. been 
considered at London, as no intima- 
tion of such a move has reached the 
representatives of the allies here. 

Two Sets of Demands, 

In various public utterances the Ja- 
panese Minister for Foreign Affairs and 
the Premier are reported to have dis- 
claimed any purpose on the part of the 
Japanese Government to infringe upon 
the existing rights of other nations in 
making demands upon China. These 
were regarded as pertaining to matters 
that were at issue between China and 
Japan only. 

However, the disclosure of two sets 
of. demands as the result of the State 
Department’s inquiries caused the Unit- 
ed States to deal with this subject with 
extreme caution, and it is believed that 
Minister Reinsch at Pekin has been in- 
structed to watch closely and make 
sure that China does not concede any 
point that would affect any of the 
rights which the United States now en- 
joys in China by reason of existing 
treaties. 

One of the best posted observers of 
the present Japan-China negotiations 
stated last night that any representa- 
tions thus far made by the allies or by 
the United States probably took the 
form of discreet inquiries rather than 
rrotests, wifh possibly the intimation 
that foreign Governments felt nesured 
the negotiations at Pekin would not 
bring into qeustion any of the treaty 
obligations now in operation hetween 
China, Japan and other foreign Powers. 


China Expects That.Japan Will Drop 
Certain Demands, 

PEKIN, China, March 18.—Official tn- 
formation has reached Pekin that the 
Russian and British Ambassadors at To- 
kio called upon Baron Takaaki Kato, 
Japanese Foreign Minister, on Saturday 
and informed him that if Japan persist- 
ed in pressing upon China demands be- 
yond those contained in her origina] 
communication to the Powers it would 
be difficult for Japan’s allies to negoti- 
ate diplomatically with her in the fu- 
ture. 

It is understood that, on the same day, 
the United States, acting independently, 
although possibly after consultation with 
another Power, informed the Japanese 
Government that certain of the Japanese 
demands were not in accordance with 
treaty agreements between China and 
the United States. 

Japanese Minister Heart, 

American and British opinion through- 
out China are in concorn in this matter, 
as voiced privately, semi-officially and 
by the press. Meetings have been held, 
at which the Japanese demands have 
been discussed, and protests have been 
sent to their respective Governments by

German Army Officer in Maine 
Charged With Illegal Trans- 
portation of Explosives. . 


By Associated Press. 

BANGOR, Me., March 18,~—Counsel for 
Werner Horn failed today at a hearing 
here to have the charge of illegal trans- 
portation of explosives dismissed on the 
ground that his attempt to blow up the 
railroad bridge at Vanceboro Was an 
affair of international relation and out- 
side the jurisdiction of the — 
Court. 

United States Commissioner nun be- 
fore whom the hearing was held, de- 
clined to allow the def 

evidence under its motion te diamine and 
ordered the hearing to proceed on a plea 
of not guilty, entered formally by the 
Court, the defense having refused to 
plead. 

The State rested after presenting the 
indictment. The defense offered a num- 
ber of ducuments bearing on Horn’s re- 
sponsibility as a member og the German 
army. It was expected that several wit- 
nesses would be called by the defense. 
United States District Attorney F. A. 
Merriil contended that the motion was 
in no wise a plea to the jurisdiction. It 
was based, he said, on an assumption 
that Lorn’s offense was the blowing up 
of a bridge, whereas no such offense 
was “harged. 

At the beginning of the hearing coun- 
sel withdrew Horn’s plea of not guilty 
and moved that he be discharged, on 
the ground that the acts charged were 
those of a belligerent and that the 
courts of the United States were not 
involved. 

The motion declared that Horn was 
a First Lieutenant in the German land- 
wehr, and that, “under the laws of na-. 
tions soldiers and members of one bel- 
ligerent nation may seize and destroy 
or capture the property of the other 
belligerent nation wherever found ex- 
cept in neutral territory.” 


U.S, SEAGOING SUBMARINE

The contract as well as those 
for three harbor defense submarines 
were awarded to the Electric dais 
Co., of Groton, Conn. 

Naval officials believe the new gea- 
going submarine upon which con- 
struction now will be commenced is 
the first of that type in the world. 
Her displacement will be in ¢#he 
neighborhood of 1000 tons, with a 
surface speed of 20 knots and an.
